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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15, 22, 23, 25, 26, 28, 29, 31 and 32 allowed 

2. Claims 18, 21, 27 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Prior art failed to establish a liquid crystal display device with connection electrodes having 
required hole structure to prevent cracking 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 16, 17, 19, 20, 24, 30 and 33 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Yamauchi et al. (5,745,202) in view of Matsumoto et al. (5,969,780). 

Regarding Claims 16, 17, 19, 20, 24, 30 and 33, Yamauchi et al. disclose an LCD having 
light interceptive members for shielding light from external driving circuits where in Figs 
1 and 4, pixel area, driving area and the connection electrodes are disclosed. Yamauchi 
et al. fail to disclose the required plastic substrate pairs and the holes in the connection 
electrodes. However, Matsumoto et al. disclose a plastic color filter manufacturing 
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method and color filter manufactured in the manufacturing method where in 3, 4 and 8, 
plastic substrates and the required holes in the electrodes are disclosed. 

It would have been obvious to one of having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to include the required plastic substrates and the holes in the 
electrodes in Yamauchi et al. as taught by Matsumoto et al. in order to have a liquid 
crystal display device with higher reliability.
